NEW TREATMENT FOR 
LUNG ABSCESSES 

Medical Society Hears Dr. 
Tewksbury Explain New 
Method Discovered by Him. 


Another Elation of Great 
Majorities Goes Down in 
History of Council — New 
Members Started on Duties 
Last Night 

When the election ,eor|imittee of the 
Student I’ouiicH met last Tuesday 
night lo count the votes east for Jthe 
Engineering and Graduate School can- 
didates itr. was- again found that the 
George Washington Univeraity stu- 
dents believe in electing their repre- 
sentatives by great majorities. In the 
Engineering College \Russel Whyte 
polled 45 Votes while Lenovitz polled 
12 and the third candidate. Crulck- 
shanks, received a large zero.

A remarkable method for the treat- 
ment of lung abscess, wherein the 
mortality has been reduced from 100 
per cent to 30 per cent, was Intro- 
duced to the medical world at a meet- 
ing of the George Waahington Uni- 
versity Medical Society held on Satur- 
day. December 16, In the Medical 
Building, when William David Tewks- 
bury, M. D., clinical instructor of med- 
icine In the University, read a paper 
describing this new method of treat- 
ment. which was developed and de- 
monstrated by him successfully in a 
number of cases. 

This treatment is said to do away 
with the Old . surgical method of 
removal of the abacess, subetj- 
tutlng therefor an lntra.pleural 
air compression, which forces the pus 
out of the lung, either into the pul- 
monary circulation or back up Into 
the throat. Many leading physicians 
and surgeons who were present gave 
the new treatment tllelr hearty ap- 
proval, especially In View of the fact 
the dtseaae has baretofore been found 
Incurable, whereas now as many as 85 
per cent of the caaea will be saved.
